To the Chairman and Members of the Darton Urban District Council 
Mr, Chairman and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present to you my tenth and final Annual Report 
on the health and social conditions of your district for the year ended 
31st December, 1965. 

The vital statistics for the district were generally satisfactory. 
The infant death rate was exactly equal to that for England and Wales, 
but although the number of stillbirths fell, the stillbirth rate still 
renained rather high, At least two of the stillbirths were due to 
maternal toxaemia, which serves to remind us that we need to be ever 
vigilant in our ante-natal care to detect early rises in Blood Pressure 
in the expectant mother, 

Notifications of infectious disease were varied in the year under 
review and again serve to remind us that the disease of the past can 
again dominate the scene and cause untold extra work in the health 
department. Three cases of paratyphoid fever, nine cases of food 
poisoning and one case of poliomyelitis should stir us to look to our 
preventive measures, Parents must realise that poliomyelitis can and 
does still occur unless advantage is taken of vaccination which is 
available. The paratyphoid fever originated in Blackpool and draws 
attention to the dangers which are always present in unpasteurised milk, 

I have always enjoyed a very pleasant relationship with Mr, Fieldhouse 
and with the Chairman and Members of the Health Committee. I am pleased 
to say this record which has extended over the past ten years has not 
been broken this year and I would like to thank all concerned for the 


co-operation that I have always received and for the interest shown,

The number of live births registered was 20 less than in 1964, As 
for the previous years the Registrar General supplied a comparability 
factor which related the proportion of women in the district of child- 
bearing age with the proportion of women in a standard population, The 
crude birth rate multiplied by the figure gives an adjusted birth rate 
which is comparablewith the birth rate for the country as a whole, The 
adjusted birth rate for your district last year was 17.3 per 1,000 
estimated population, as compared with 19.0 per 1,000 estimated population 
for 1964 and with 18.0 per 1,000 estimated population for England and Wales, 

Illegitimate births represented 5.7% of total births, compared with 
5.3% in the previous year, 


Still Births 


7 stillbirths were notified in 1965, compared with 10 in the previous 
year. The stillbirth rate was 25.9 per 1,000 total births, compared with 
34.1 per 1,000 total births in 1964 and with 15.7 per 1,000 total births 
in England and Wales. Because stillbirths form a substantial part of the 
peri-natal mortality, I give below the causes of the 7 deaths, all of which 
occurred in hospital.

Deaths 


The adjusted death rate, which is the crude death rate multiplied 
by the comparability factor, was 12.9 per 1,000 estimated population as 
compared with 14.3 estimated population in 1964 and with 11.5 per 1,000 
estimated population for Hngland and Wales. There were 154 deaths among 
the inhabitants of your district, 12 less than in the previous year, 

The principal causes of death in order of numerical importance were: 
heart and circulatory, cancer and respiratory diseases, Statistics 
relating to death rates and causes of death in age groups are given in 
tabular form at the end of the section, 


Infant Mortality and Peri-natal liortality 


There were 5 infant deaths in your area in 1965, giving an infant 
death rate of 19.0, as compared with 24.7 per 1,000 live births in 1964 
and with 19.0 per 1,000 for England and Wales. Two of the deaths occurred 
in the neo-natal period. The peri~natal mortality rate was 33.3, compared 
with 44.4 in the previous year, and with 27.3 for the West Riding County 
area.

Staff 


The Medical Officer of Health is a part-time officer of the Council, 
but is engaged on whole-time Public Health work, being also Medical 
Officer of Health for the surrounding districts and the Divisional Medical 
Officer for Division No. 25 of the West Riding County Council, Two Public 
Health Inspectors are employed by the Council.

infant Welfare Clinics 


Infant Welfare Clinics are held at the Methodist Chapel, Gawber, on 
Wednesday afternoons, at Darton Welfare Centre, Station Road, Darton, on 
Wednesday afternoons and at the Wesleyan Chapel, Staincross on Thursday 
afternoons. All clinics are held weekly. Further details are given in 
the County Service Section. 


Laboratory Service 


The laboratory service was provided by the Public Health Laboratory 
in Wakefield - a national service under the control of the Medical Research 
Council, The laboratory is equipped to deal with all bacteriological and 
pathological examinations, and a complete investigation is undertaken and 
report furnished for every specimen sent for examination. 

Samples of milk taken under the Food and Drugs Act for chemical 
analysis were examined by the Public Analyst at the expense of the County 
Council,

Scarlet Fever 
15 cases of Scarlet Fever were notified during the year, compared 


with 18 in the previous year. One case of Erysipelas was also notified 
during the year, 
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Paratyhoid Fever 


Three cases of Paratyphoid Fever were notified duringthe year. These 
all occurred in one family who were presumed to have drunk infected milk at 
Blackpool. They were notified to the department as people at risk by the 
Medical Officer of Health of Blackpool and were indeed found to be infected. 
Two members of the family cleared quickly but one persisted in a carrier 
state for a considerable time. 


Food Poisoning 


Nine cases of Food Poisoning were notified, eight of these occurring 
in one family, All infection was by Salmonella Typhi murium - the single 
case by phage type U 154, the remaining eight cases being untypable,. 
Despite careful investigations no cause was discovered, 


Measles 


- 312 cases were notified during the year, mostly occurring in the 
first quarter, this compares with the previous year when 141 cases were 
notified. 


omallpox 


No case of Smallpox occurred during the year. 114 people were 
vaccinated against the disease in 1965, compared with 119 in 1964. 


Diphtheria, Whooping Cough and Tetanus 


No case of Diphtheria occurred during the year, but 5 cases of 
Whooping Cough were notified compared with 14 in the previous year. 
Immunisation against Diptheria remained relatively stationary with 
a marked improvement in the pre-school age group, which was off-set 
by a decline in the immunity of the school population. By the end of 
the year 79.7% of the population under the age of 15 years had been 
immunised and when analysed this comprises 85.8% of pre-school 
children and 76.4% of school children. 

Stimulated by the outbreak of Whooping Cough in 1964, the 
immunisation figures for Whooping Cough showed a very substantial 
improvement with 92.1% of all pre-school children immunised against 
the disease, This represents an increase of 25% over the previous 
year. 

Immunisation against Tetanus again showed an increase with 452 
children receiving primary immunisation and 329 receiving boosters, 
compared with 422 and 102 respectively in 1964, 


Poliomyelitis 


One case of Acute Poliomyelitis occurred during the year ina 
child who had not been previously vaccinated against the disease, 
During the year 342 children received a primary course of vaccination 
consisting of three doses. This brings the total number protected 
with three doses since the beginning of the scheme to 5,353, and of 
these 1,358 children of primary school age had received a fourth dose, 
415 of these being carried out during 1965. 


Tuberculosis 
There were two new cases of Pulmonary Tuberculosis notified during 


the year exactly the same as in the previous year. I eam happy to 
report that no deaths occurred from the disease during the year.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CHIEF PUBLIC HEALTH 
INSPECTOR AND CLEANSING SUPERINTENDENT 
FOR THE YEAR 1965 


To the 
Chairman and Members of the Darton Urban District Council 


Mr, Chairman and Gentlemen, 


This is my nineteenth Annual Report and its form of presentation 
follows the same pattern as last year's. 


The year began with the resignation of Mr. Brough the additional 
public health inspector, and until his successor Mr, Elstone commenced 
duties in March, only the day-by-day matters as they arose received 
attention and many normal routine duties had to be neglected. 


The Health Committee met ten times during the year and in addition 
to their consideration of the usual statistical data presented in ny 
monthly reports they considered many new items such as the Scrap Metal 
Dealers Act, sewer treatments against rats by a private firm, the 
appointment of the new additional public health inspector, Phase IIT 
of the sack scheme, certain unusual noise nuisances, inadequate water 
supplies to some of the houses in the area, negotiations for new refuse 
tipping sites, foreign bodies in foodstuffs, the 40 hour week for the 
cleansing staff, the desirability of allowing owners to renovate 
condemed houses and a policy regarding the preparation of snacks and 
meals in public houses and clubs, All these items are more fully 
reported upon in their respective sections of this Report. 


In July, 1965 Councillor Mrs, Wadsworth who had shown a considerable 
interest and activity in public health matters unfortunately had to 
resign from the Council owing to ill-health, and subsequently Councillor 
D, Turner was elected to replace her on the Health Committee. 


On a more personal note I would like to record that in April I 
was honoured by the Association of Public Health Inspectors by being 
elected to Fellowship of the Association and to the Chairmanship of the 
North-Eastern Centre for the year 1965-66. The Centre takes in the whole 
of Yorkshire and has a membership of over 500 public health inspectors, 


ENVIRONMENTAL HYGIENE SECTION 


Nuisances and Complaints 


378 complaints were received and investigated during 1965 and 
382 nuisances of a varying nature likely to be prejudicial to health, 
were discovered and dealt with.

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The figure of 141 tons of soot deposits per square mile is a reduction 
from last year's figure of 167. 


Another year has passed and we still have no smoke control areas in our 
designated "black area' of Darton, There are signs however that some people 
are at last beginning to learn that clean air is as essential to health and 
well-being as clean food and clean water, Letters have appeared in the local 
press, telephone calls are being received from people making enquiries on the 
subject and I have received invitations from several organisations to address 
their members on the subject of clean air - all of which are an encouragement 
to me in my efforts to secure healthier environmental conditions for the 
people I serve, I am not unmindful however of the natural antagonism which 
local members of the mining industry feel when they fear that a clean air 
policy will have a detrimental affect on their future employment but I do 
despair when assurances are given to them by their own leaders at top national 
level even, that they need have no fears on this score and yet these assurances 
seem to go unheeded, I am also fully aware that because it is my duty to 
‘preach' clean air, knowing how much everyone would benefit from it, I seem to 
be the target for all its apponents to shoot at. I accept this hazard but as 
a public health officer I cannot reverse my beliefs because of such opposition, 
I am also in disgrace with the advocates of clean air because no siioke control 
areas have yet been declared but the Council make the ultimate decisions 
when and how best to serve the ratepayers. In the meantime the Council continues 
to subscribe to the West Riding Clean Air Advisory Council which helps them to 
keep up-to-date on this vexed subject. 


Noise Abatement 


The Noise Abatement Act of 1960 empowers local authorities to deal with 
complaints of alleged noise nuisances and the Darton Council has dealt with 
several complaints during 1965. The loud noise from the "beat! group at the 
Friendship Inn, Gawber was satisfactorily solved during the year by the erection 
of a noise barrier outside the concert room windows, Little can be done 
regarding complaints of noise from road traffic, an incident of which arose 
during 1965 in Carr Green Lane, Mapplewell but a definite improvement was 
effected when the Council made certain suggestions which I am pleased to say 
were acted upon with the utmost co-operation from the National Coal Board, 
Another small incident concerning a teenage 'beat' group practising in a spare 
room in the Darton village was also satisfactorily dealt with in 1965, 


Water Supplies 


Only four of our 5,010 dwellings are not on the public mains water supplies, 
Their sources are from natural springs which are tested yearly in case pollution 
occurs. 

An interesting case of inadequate mains water supply occurred during the 
year which caused the Council to invoke the new West Riding County Council 
(General Powers) Act 1964, Occupiers in a whole row of terrace houses found 
themselves with insufficient water supplies partly due to the provision of 
new bathrooms in some of the houses, The Council paid for a new service to 
be laid in accordance with the Act but immediately found themselves being 
asked to undertake similar work in other parts of the area. This could have 
caused a considerable drain on the Council's financial resources so a new 
policy had to be formed which proved to be more acceptable. 


Sanitary Circumstances of the Urban District 


The following details are purely statistical yet they do serve the purpose 
of comparison with past years and in the years ahead will also serve for

Houses built in 1965 


79 houses were built by private enterprise but none by the Council because 
of the lack of suitable building land, The Council own 26% of all houses in 
the area, 


House Repairs and Improvements 


As reported in the section on Environmental Hygiene 239 houses were 
repaired in 1965 which had become the subject of sanitary notices, No 
applications were received from aggrieved tenants for certificates of disrepair 
under the 1957 Rent Act. Greater efforts continued to be made to persuade 
house owners to take advantage of the Grants for Standard improvements and by 
the end of the year the following improvements had been recorded:—

and because we feel that the better amenities which are offered so cheaply are 
necessary to the health and comfort of everyone, greater efforts will be 

made in 1966 to publicise these Grants. Indeed, I would forecast that the 
Council might even resort to the compulsory powers they possess if the 
voluntary response from owners is unsatisfactory, 


Back-to-Back and Single-back Houses 


By the end of the year there remained only 14 back-to-back houses in the 
area and 120 single-back houses, Whenever opportunity arises we try to secure 
the abolition of such houses by improvement grants or, if the cost of improve- 
ment is prohibitive the houses are either closed or demolished under the slum 


clearance programme, 16 
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Caravan Dwellings 


The Council do not encourage this form of sub-standard housing 
accommodation as permanent residences and have adopted strict standards to 
be complied with as recommended by the Caravan Act. Three sites o have 
been approved;one at Darton (for three vans), one at Gawber (one van) and 
one at Mapplewell (one van). On the odd occasions in 1965 travelling 
nomads' vans made their stops in the area but little trouble was experienced 
in moving them on, 


Slum Clearance 


Another year has passed with the Council again finding themselves 
unable to build houses for slum clearance purposes, yet there has been a 
great deal of activity to rid the area of its unfit houses, The Council's 
policy of allocating every other re-let to slum clearance has resulted in 
some better progress in this work as follows:-

The year was notable for the number of people who made application to the 
Council to be allowed to renovate slum properties which had previously been 
made the subject of Closing Orders, The Council had some very difficult 
decisions to make and some owners were indeed given approval to their request. 
The necessary work began in 1965 in some instances but will not be completed 
until 1966 so how this new policy will turn out is as yet not known, 

It is not usual to make special mention of any particular house which 
has become the subject of a demolition order but this year saw the end of 
the old Tollbar house at the bottom of Redbrook Road. This property has been 
a landmark for many years and during its demolition invoked some very interesting 
comments which were featured in the local press, Historical or not it had 
lately seemed to play a very prominent part in some of the road accidents 
occurring in that vicinity so it may be that whilst some regretted its 
demolition others had reason to be pleased, 


Overcrowding 


This social problem obviously exists but not to a large extent in this 
area. The only effort which can be reported is that in the re-letting of 
Council houses the fact that a family is overcrowded plays an important part 
in the selection of successful applicants. 


INSPECTION AND SUPERVISION OF FOOD AND FOOD PREMISES 


The varying duties we perform under this heading are most important to 
the health and well-being of very man, woman and child within the area, I 
find that most people are unaware of the efforts we make on their behalf to 
ensure that their food and drink are clean, pure and safe, This section deals 
with the work done in 1965 on this important subject. 


Meat Supplies, inspections and Condewnations 


One of our most important duties is to inspect the carcases and offal 
of all animals slaughtered for food within the urban district. Two 
slaughterhouses are licensed for this purpose namely Brown's in Mapplewell and 
Birkinshaw's in Darton. Our first duty is to see that these premises are 
structurally suitable and are kept clean and hygienic at all times. We always 
make certain that 100 per cent of the animals killed are thoroughly examined 
for the presence of disease or other abnormality. That which is found to be 
unfit for human consumption is cut down, strongly dyed to distinguish it from 
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the good, and then destroyed. Meat which is passed as fit is clearly marked 
with an approved stamp indicating that it has been thoroughly inspected by a 
qualified meat inspector. Most meat sold in the eighteen butchers shops and 
the several mobile shops hawking in the area however is obtained from the 
Barnsley Abattoir where I know the same degree of efficient inspection is 
carried out as we do here. The following table gives details of the 

animals slaughtered in our two slaughterhouses during 1965:-

The next table is inserted at the request of the Ministry of Health and 
apart from indicating that fewer animals nowadays suffer from disease processes 
it also shows the complete absence of tuberculosis in animals slaughtered in 
our area,

Slaughter of Animals Acts 


At the end of the year 13 slaughtermen appeared in our register as 
being fit and proper persons to hold licences to stun animals intended for 
food, All licences are issued annually on payment of a nominal fee. 


Milk Supplies 


32 milk distributors are registered by the Council. Eight of these 
deliver from door to door and the remainder retail milk in sealed containers 
only from twenty-two shops throughout the area. Although we have 10 dairy 
farms in the district all their milk is sold to either the Co-operative or 
the Express Dairies who supply most of the milk to the urban district. There are 
mo Qilkheat treatment plants within the area. 
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Milk Sampling 


Sampling for quality is undertaken by the West Riding County Council but 
we regularly carry out the sampling of milk to determine that it has been 
produced under hygienic conditions, and in the case of heat treated milk to 
determine whether or not it has been properly produced in accordance with the 
Milk (Special Designation) Regulations. Details of the 19 samples taken in 
1965 are as follows:-

Milks which are not heat treated may contain the disease germs of tuberculosis 
or brucellosis and these too need examining from time to time, Results of our

Cream Sampling 


The increasing popularity of fresh cream in cake confectionery warrants 
the occasional testing of this commodity which, if the cream hasn't been heat 
treated, may contain the same disease germs as the milk from which it is taken, 
A sample taken in July from the product of a local confectioner did indeed 
prove to contain the brucellosis organism and Dr. Barnes immediately took 
remedial measures until the cream was free from further infection, 


Ice-Cream Supplies 


There are no manufacturers of ice-cream in the district, but 53 shops are 
registered for the sale and storage of this popular commodity. All of them 
retail the prepacked products of well~known manufacturers, Ice-cream is also 
retailed from mobile vans whose proprietors are also well known to us. 


Ice-Cream Sampling 


In order to ascertain that the different makes of ice-cream sold in the 
area are clean and safe we obtain samples from time to time and submit them 
for examination to the Public Health Laboratory. 21 such samples and one 
sample of ice~lolly were taken in 1965 and all were reported to be satisfactory. 


Other Foods ~- Inspections and Sampling 


The sampling of other foods to ascertain whether or not they are of the 
nature, substance or quality to satisfy the requirements of the Food and Drugs 
Acts is done by the officers of the West Riding County Council but the fitness 
or otherwise of these foods for human consumption falls within our scope of 
duties. Our advice is often sought by canteen manageresses and by housewives 
who are doubtful of their purchases and by shopkeepers who prefer to secure 
a ruling on the fitness or otherwise of their commodities, We are always 
ready to give advice or take the necessary remedial action to safeguard the 
people's food supplies. There are also the occasions when foreign bodies 
are found in foodstuffs such as a wasp in jam or dirt in a milk bottle and 
people are beginning to learn that they should bring such complaints to 
their public health officer who will take speedy action to apprehend the 
offenders and seek means to prevent the recurrence of the results of such 
unhygienic practices. 
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Food Premises 


An essential link in the chain of the safeguarding of food supplies 
is that all premises in which food is manufactured, stored and sold must 
conform to the highest possible standards of hygiene. One of our duties 
as public health officers is to keep records of all such premises and to 
try to visit them regularly to ensure that the law relating to clean foods 
is adhered to. A list of the premises existing in Darton is as follows:-

53 Shops registered for the sale of ice-cream. 

21 Catering establishments.

27 Public Houses and Clubs, 

12 Hawkers' food storage premises, 


Generally speaking, the standard of hygiene in our food premises is good 
but sometimes I get the feeling that the increased tempo of life nowadays which 
seems to have affected most people is reflected in some of our food handlers 
who tend to neglect the simple principles of hygiene and allow their premises 
to become somewhat untidy. Untidiness leads to accumulations of dirt and large 
accumulations tend to 'overface' the person responsible so that in due course 
food premises which should be scrupulously clean might become really filthy. 
Were we inspectors in the happy position of having the time to ‘drop in' on 
food premises more frequently, the mere fact that the inspector might be 
calling at any time does tend to keep the untidy ones on their toes and so 
deter these neglectful practices, Unfortunately the continually increasing 
duties placed upon the public health inspector these past few years has pushed 
his routine visits somewhat into the background. Reflecting on this sometimes 
I begin to wonder how on earth we have managed these past few years to absorb 
the extra duties like standard grants, offices and shops legislation, clean 
air, the paper sack system, street sweeping aiid snow clearing, noise abatement, 
scrap metal dealers, pet animals Acts, hairdressers, hawkers, abandoned motor 
vehicles to say nothing of the increased paper work entailed in the keeping of 
extra records and the compilation of those irksome weekly, monthly, quarterly 
or annual Returns demanded by the various powers that be. I am compelled 
therefore to reach the conclusion that this is the reason why our routine visits 
do not receive the same regular attention as in the past but I am not saying 
that our own food premises are filthy because of it. There is just that 
tendency I fear. 


Catering at Public Houses and Clubs 


For many years it has been the recognised and accepted custom for 
landlords to make and sell the odd sandwich to their customers or to display 
for sale a few meat pies on their bar counters, There is a growing tendency 
nowadays however for more varieties of foods and snacks to be offered and in 
greater quantities. We now see 'hot dog! cookers in bars and in some instances 
we see notices displayed in bars that scampi and chips, chicken and chips, 
hot pies, even full lunches may be obtained, Some managers and landlords are 
endeavouring to build up their trade in this way but they little realise that 
they are bringing themselves more and more under the provisions of the Food 
Hygiene Regulations which demand higher standards of food hygiene than the 
public house type of catering establishment can readily comply with. 

As a health officer therefore it is my duty to find out how and where 
these tempting meals and snacks are prepared so that if there exists a 
possibility of food contamination I can then take the necessary action to 
safeguard public health. 
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Catering at Public Houses and Clubs (continued) 


In December I reported to the Health Committee that a special survey 
had been made of the public houses and clubs within the area which revealed 
that:- 

(a) Meat pies and other commodities were being displayed for sale 

on bar counters without being properly covered to prevent risk 
of contamination, 

(b) Cold meat pies were being re-heated and sold hot over bar 
counters - a dangerous practice, 

(c) Snacks in the form of hot dogs and hamburgers, sandwiches and 
even full meals like chicken and chips, scampi and chips etc., 
for customers were being prepared in the landlord's domestic 
kitchen, 


These practices obviously need some control if the health of the public 
is to be safeguarded. Food for sale which has been prepared in domestic kitchens 
should in my opinion be forbidden, Here there is a risk of greater contani-- 
nation particularly where the household washing is done in the same kitchen, 
Using the same room for washing soiled bedding, socks, underclothes etc., as 
for preparing large quantities of foodstuffs for sale to members of the public 
is too great arisk, Or if the landlord keeps a dog, cat or other family 
pet which has the use of the same room, again there is a risk, Smoking is 
forbidden in food rooms but how can this be adhered to if food prepari and. 
living accommodation is in the same room? Proper food preparing rooms (in 
accordance with the Regulations) require separate sinks, one for washing food 
and equipment and another for washing of hands for persons handling the food. 
These aren't present in domestic kitchens and where one sink is being used for 
cleaning potatoes, vegetables, fish, washing of crockery, cutlery etc., in 
connection with the food business yet also being used for washing dirty clothes 
and rinsing other 'smalls', it isn't quite the thing if public health is to be 
safeguarded. Even the occupier of the house-shop is forbidden to use his 
dounestic sink in his food business and he is doing far less food preparation 
tian the premises now under review. 

The Council considered my report and upheld my views and from now onwards 
every effort will be made to discourage these practices. 


Food Hawkers 


87 proprietors of food vans are on the register we keep under the West 
Riding County Council (General Powers ) Act 1951, as hawkers of food, Frequent 
inspections are made of the vans when encountered to make sure that proper 
methods of food hygiene are complied with. 


PUBLIC CLEANSING SECTION 


The department is responsible for the collection and disposal of all 
refuse from 5,010 houses and 357 business premises, the cleansing of two 
cesspools and 12 pail closets, the sweeping and gully emptying of over 20 
miles of non=-county roads, and the collection of salvage from houses and 
shops. Intermittent duties also arise like tipsoil spreading, tip fencing, 
depot and vehicle maintenance and the snow clearing of roads and streets of 
half the district in winter time, (The other half is undertaken by the 
Highways Department). The keeping of the necessary records throughout the 
year facilitates the preparation of the following paragraphs. 


Staff and Hours Worked 


The total cleansing staff was sixteen men throughout 1965, comprising 
one staff supervisor, one driver/mechanic who is also in charge of the 
cleansing depot, three refuse vehicle drivers and eleven labourers, The 
forty-two hour five-day week was worked throughout the year and the total 
number of hours actually worked was 30,4953. 2,371} hours were lost through 
annual holidays and a further 2,6985 hours were lost through sickness and 
other causes. The latter figure is 376 hours more than last year. Towards 
the end of the year the Health Committee deliberated on the affects which 
the new 40 hour week, due on the lst Jamuary, 1966 would have on the work 
of the Cleansing Department but these can only be properly revealed when 
the work is performed in actual practice. 
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Protective Clothing 


Two boiler suits are issued to every man each year as protective clothing 
and when engaged on snow clearing each man is equipped with gun bootse 
Leather gloves and eye shields are also available to the men who find it 
necessary to use sane in their work. 


Vehicles 


The departuient operates one modern 14 cubic-yard Shelvoke and Drewry 
Fore and Aft tipper, two seven cubic-yard Dennis refuse vehicles and a Dennis 
multi-purpose vehicle which is used for street sweeping, cesspool emptying, 
snow clearing and other miscellaneous duties, 

17.154 miles were travelled by the vehicles in 1965, Hach vehicle is 
serviced every week-end and re-painted every four years which has considerably 
lengthened their life as can be readily appreciated when I report that the 
two Dennis vehicles are fifteen and twelve years old respectively, and the 
nulti-purpose vehicle is thirteen years old, Unfortunately however two of 
these vehicles will soon have to go. They have served the Council well and 
a decision will have to be made in 1966 on what to choose as replacements, 


Refuse Collections 


Apart from holiday times when our system iswmavoidably disturbed, every 
refuse receptacle is emptied weekly. Total receptacles emptied in 1965 were 
as follows:- 
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The Paper Sack System is now operating quite well. In June a further 
750 properties were converted to the system so that by the year end we were 
emptying 2,153 sacks as against 3,172 old fashioned type dustbins. The 
Council plan to extend the scheme until all dwellinghouses at least are 
served by the paper sack system. I need hardly repeat my last year's remarks 
that on this method less men can empty more receptacles, every householder 
gets a clean fresh container for each week's refuse, the collectors! lot 
is cleaner and there is less dust and noise when collections take place, 
Fewer people take the trouble to criticise the system than in its earlier 
days but more and more people now make a point of praising its advantages and 
the improvements it has brought, The cost of providing a clean paper sack to 
each house every week is of course by no means negligible but improvemenis, 
particularly in the field of hygiene, must cost something and I feel in this 
natter that the cost is well worthwhile. As more and more Wards are included 
in the scheme however the costs will be relatively reduced, This year for 
example because of our increased purchases of sacks we were offered a three- 
year contract by the suppliers at a very much reduced price per thousand sacks 
than we paid in our first converted area. It could also be that prices will 
be even further reduced if someday the cheaper polythene sacks prove suitable. 


Refuse Disposal 


‘The Council own three refuse tips at Blacker, Bloomhouse and the abandoned 
Canal at Barugh, A fourth tip, the Barugh railway cutting, is rented. The 
first two named are rapidly being worked out and the new Motorway will deprive 
us in 1966 of what little is left of the Canal tip. The Barugh railway 
cutting may last only another twelve months so it has become a worry to me that 
we are rapidly becoming short of tipping space, Negotiations for a tip at 
Gawber upon which I reported last year have failed. It appears to me that 
the Council would be well advised to be considering other forms of refuse 
disposal more in keeping with the present day than having to seek one piece 
of tippable land after another, I refer of course to a specially built 
incinerator plant but this would cost thousands of pounds to install and 
hundreds of pounds annually to operate, yet if such is the shape of things 
to come no further time should be lost in planning to be ready for it. 
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Bin Bonus Scheme 


The scheme whereby the men receive a bonus for every receptacle 
collected over a certain weekly target continued to operate successfully 
in 1965 with the result that less men are employed on these duties and what 
men are employed receive much higher pay than the normal basic wage. By 
the end of the year for example the bin bonus amounted to 25/- per week 
extra per man and as more receptacles require to be emptied as more new houses 
are built so will the bonus payments increase, 


Snow Clearing and Street Sweeping 


All non-county roads, a total of over 20 miles of sweeping area, are 
our responsibility for street sweeping and gully emptying. Although we 
have a carefully planned rota so that every street is swept strictly 
in turn this was constantly being interfered with during 1965, The strength 
of the street sweeping team becomes depleted when its members are drafted 
to refuse collecting work due to absenteeism, sickness or staff holidays, 
In wintertime when street sweeping is not possible this team naturally 
devotes its time to salting and gritting work in our allocated half of the 
area. Nevertheless by the end of the year 341 streets were swept and the 
contents of 3,155 gullies were emptied during 1965. We now have a total of 
110 litter bins throughout the area. 


Public Cleansing Costs 


Expenditure incurred by the Department during the financial year was 
£11,924 on wages with a further £4,632 for costs of petrol, vehicle and 
depot repairs, tools and equipment, rent and rates, insurances and miscellan- 
eous items. 


Salvage Details 


The total income derived in 1965 from the sales of waste paper and 
cardboard was £1,793. This is £729 more than last year due to increased 
tonnage collected together with increased prices obtained, The worknen 
shared £774 in bonuses leaving a net income to the Council of £1,019, The 
few rags collected brought in a further £6, . 


MISCELLANEOUS DUTIES SECTION 


This section gives details of the work performed in 1965 on other many 
varied duties which we cannot classify under our previous sections, 


Business Premises etc. 


For record purposes the following is a list of the business and other 
premises in the area and our varied interests in these is indicated in 
the subsequent paragraphs of this section:- 
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Factories 


The inspections which we carry out at factories are mainly concerned 
with the sanitary conveniences provided for the workpeople. On no occasion 
during 1965 was it necessary to serve written notices upon occupiers for 
contraventions of the Factories Act but in several instances contraventions 
were remedied by verbal request. Six of these were for insufficient toilets 
and eight for lack of cleanliness in toilets, No outwork within the meaning 
of the Act is carried on in the urban district. 


Offices and Shops 


legislation governing hours of work, half-day closing etc., are 
administered by the County Authorities. The coming into force in 1964 of 
the new Offices, Shops and Railway Premises Act 1963 has considerably added 
to our duties and the extensive scope of this legislation has necessitated 
special study and attendances at special lectures to assist us to master 
its many complicated sections, The Act is designed to safeguard health and 
well-being of office end shop workers whilst at work and there is no doubt 
it will have to be fully enforced by local authorities, As your designated 
officers we public health inspectors must first of all prepare and keep up- 
to-date a comprehensive register of all such premises, By the end of 1965 
a total of 63 premises had been registered comprising 9 offices, 41 retail 
shops and 13 catering establishments, Initial inspections of these premises 
had resulted in owners and occupiers being called upon to remedy 133 
contraventions of the Act which had been found. Of these 98 had been abated 
by the end of the year, in detail as follows:-

In November several visits were made to ascertain the standards of 
lighting as requested by L.A, Circular 9 to the Act. The general standards 
found in the offices and shops themselves were fairly high (average about 
22 lumens per sq. Pts In many cases however the lighting in the store room 


and staircases connected with these premises was poor, falling below 5 lumens 
per sq.ft. Full information was sent to the Ministry on this subject.

Public Houses and Clubs 


Most of our visits made to these premises in 1965 related to the toilet 
accommodation for customers which must be adequate and in a satisfactory 
state of cleanliness, Regard however is also had to hygiene in the bars which 
must possess adequate facilities not only for the cleansing of drinking 
utensils but for the personal hygiene of the serving staff. On a previous 
page I have mentioned in detail our other interest where snacks and meals 
are prepared in these premises, 
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Harms. 
All farms in our district are adequately provided with sanitary 


conveniences for their workers. Every assistance is also given towards 
the eradication of rats which often infest these premises, 


Cinema _ 


The standard of hygiene in the toilets of the only cinema in the 
area continued to be good throughout 1965, 


Pet Animals Act 


One chop exists in the area which is registered under the Pet 
Animals Act. Only the occasional pet bird is kept here wntil sold. Iwo 
visits of inspection were made during the year. 


Hairdressers 


Seventeen Ladies and Gents hairdressing premises are registered under 
the West Riding County Council (General Powers) Act. Frequent inspections 
were made in 1965 to see that proper methods of hygiene were practised to 
conform to the Council's bye-—laws. 


Setting Shops 
Adequate toilet and hand-washing facilities are our only interest in 


these premises and I am pleased to report that they have all been brought 
up to the required standard, 


Schools and Places of Worship 


We do not make a practice of carrying out routine inspection of the 
toilet facilities at these premises but we often give advice on re-constructional 
works of drainage and our visits to the kitchens, our help on the occasional 
mouse infestation and our services on refuse collections serve to keep us in 
touch with these premises. 


Scrap Metal Dealers Act 1964 


This new Act which came into force in 1965 requires the registration 
of dealers and premises connected with such business. Our duties in 1965 
merely consisted of registering two dealers and one scrap metal premise. 


Health Education 


On five separate occasions during 1965 I accepted invitations to talk 
to various organisations on the duties performed by public health inspectors 
in the Darton district. My subjects 'the safeguarding of food supplies', 
‘clean air', ‘public cleansing service', ‘general duties of the public health 
inspector’ etc., seem to be well received by my listeners and at the end 
of each session I always feel I have added to their knowledge of the vital 
subject of public health. I was particularly pleased during 1965 to be 
asked on two occasions to talk to the older boys of the Darton High School 
because here in our schools the first principles of public health in my 
opinion can be learned on the very threshold of life if one is to become a 
responsible member of a community. 
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Abandoned Motor Vehicles 


Each year this problem becomes greater throughout the whole country 
but on three occasions only in 1965 did the Council find it necessary to 
reuove abandoned cars to the refuse tip. Many more however could be seen 
in gardens, allotments and backyards but on private property unfortunately 
very little compulsory action can be taken, The Council, mindful of the 
potential growth of this problem, has decided to offer removal and disposal 
services to owners at a nominal charge. 


Administrative Duties, Office Work, Meetings attended etc, 


T*.s compilation of an annual report is dependant upon the keeping of 
accurate and readily available records of our activities. My Secretary, 
Mrs, Minnis, in addition to her capabilities as a typist is exceptionally 
good on this work and is very reliable too in her dealings with callers at 
the office when my deputy and I are out on the district. A certain anount 
of time however must be spent in the office by your inspectors not only to 
keep our own special records but to interview callers, write letters, do 
business on the telephone and consult with other officials. We find that we 
had to attend 67 meetings during 1965, not only to those of the Council and 
its Committees but to some which took us out of the area to such meetings 
as the Clean Air Advisory Council, the South Yorkshire Workable Area Committee 
on Pests Control and local meetings of the Public Health Inspectors Association, 
all of which assisted us to keep up-to-date on the many aspects of public 
health work,

DIVISIONAL REPORT 


Vital Statistics 


A table of comparable vital statistics is shown for each of the County districts 
in the Division. This may be of interest to each authority in assessing how each 


stand in relation to each other and in relation to the County and National statistics. 


Population 


The Registrar General's estimate of the population in the Division at mid 1965 
was 79,070, compared with 77,960 in the previous year, The natural increase in 
population showing the number of births over deaths was 652 in 1964, compared with 


558 in the previous year. 


Births 


The number of live births registered in the Division in 1965 was 1,482, 
compared with 1,400 in 1964. This is equivalent to a crude birth rate of 18.7 per 
1,000, compared with 18.0 per 1,000 in the previous year, The number of illegitimate 
births was 81 in 1964. This represents 5.4% of the total births, compared with 5.3% 
in 1964, and 4.4% in 1963. 


Stillbirths 


There were 24 stillbirths during the year, compared with 35 during 1964. This 
gives a stillbirth rate of 15.9 compared with 24.4 in 1964 and with 15.7 for England 
and Wales. 


Deaths 


The deaths assigned to the Division after the addition and subtraction of inward 
and outward transfers was 830, which was 12 less than in the previous year. This 
gives a crude death rate for the Division of 10.5 as compared with 10.8 in 1964. You 
will see in the table that this is lower than any figure for individual districts. 
This is because each district shows an adjusted rate whereas, unfortunately, no 


adjusted rate is available for the Division. 


Maternal Mortality 


There was one death from this cause during the year, which occurred in 
Dodworth. The maternal mortality rate for the Division was 0.66, compared with 0.16 
for the administrative County and with 0.25 for England and Wales. White it is 
obvious that the divisional figure is some two to three times the national average, 
this only represents one death and there have been many years when no death at all 


occurred in the Division. 
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Infant Deaths and Peri-natal Mortality Rates 


There were 31 infant deaths in the division in the year, of which 19 occurred 
in the neo=-natal period. This compares with 30 and 24 respectively in the previous 
year. These figures represent an infant mortality rate for the division of 20.7, 


compared with 21.4 for the previous year and with 19.9 for England and Wales, 


I would like to again draw attention to the fact that of the 19 infant deaths 
occurring within the first week of life two of them were so premature as to be 
below the age of viability. This means that had they not breathed they would not 
even have been regarded as stillbirths, but rather as miscarriages and as such would 
never have entered the official statistics at all. The number of deaths in this 
category remains remarkably constant from year to year, but in numbers as small as 
these they do represent some 10% of the infant deaths and as such must affect the 


figures considerably. 


The peri-natal mortality rate for the division was 28.6, compared with 27.3 
for the administrative County. For the first time the Registrar General has 
provided a peri-natal rate for England and Wales, which this year represents 26.9, 
I think it is fair to say that the divisional figure is roughly equivalent to both 


the County and national averages,

You will see from the table that some 469 were vaccinated against Smallpox 
during the year, which represents an increase of 72 compared with 1964. You will 
recall that in 1961, 554 children were vaccinated and in 1962 this rose to a 
bumper figure of 1,516 due to the proximity of Smellpox at Bradford. In 1963 the 
number vaccinated fell to 218 and since then steady progress hasbeen made towards 


the figure which appertained previously.

Poliomyelitis 

One case of the disease was notified during the year but contrary to the usual 
trend this did not have a marked effect on the vaccination statistics. The 
disease occurred in a child at a time when the rest of the school had just been 
vaccinated against the disease so that the Uealth Department were in a happy 
position of having to take very little action. During the year 1,783 children were 
vaccinated with three doses, slightly more than were vaccinated during 1964. This 
makes a grand total of 33,979 persons vaccinated since the inception of the scheme, 


and of these 9,006 have received a fourth dose. 


SCHOOL HEALTH SERVICH 


The number of children examined at routine medical inspection fell during the 
year to a total of 43,105. A table showing the work carried out in this connection 
is shown overleaf. There was some slight decline in the number of children 


attending Specialist Clinics, but this was hardly significant,

Ante-Natal Clinics 


There was again a fall in the number of tromen attending West Riding Ante-Natal 
Clinics and the number of attendances also showed some slight decline, The trend 
towards general practitioners running their ow ante-natal clinics, either in their 
own premises or at West Riding Clinics continued and this accounts for the decline 
in the official West Riding Clinics, because such attendances are not reflected in 
our statistics. The Darfield Ante-Natal Clinic closed during the year for lack of

Infant Welfare Clinics 


Attendances at Infant Welfare Clinics in the Division again showed some 
increase. During 1965, 42,945 attendances were made showing an increase of 
approximately 24% over the previous year.

Sereening Techniques 


During the year 1,425 babies were tested for the presence of Phenylketonuria, 
all of whom proved negative. This is an important screening technique aimed at 
preventing mental sub-normality developing in a baby who has a positive reactions 
Ortolani tests were carried out on all babies born in the Division to discover cases 
of congenital dislocation of the hip, If such cases are discovered early the 
treatment is of much shorter duration and the results enormously improved. As a 
result of this screening technique 5 cases were referred to the Orthopaedic Surgeon 


and confirmed as dislocation, 


Home Nursing Service 


There was s slight decrease in the number of visits carried out by the Home 
Nursing Service during the year. 42,222 visits were made, compared with 43,459 in 
the previous year. This does not by any means reflect the amount of work done by 
the Home Nursing Service, as I know that with improved liaison with the Geriatric 
Service more difficult cases have frequently been referred to the Ilome Nurses and it 
is perhaps the quality of the work rather than the number of visits which is of 


paramount importance,

Day_and Night Nursing Service 


This service was taken over by the County Council from the Marie Curie Trust. 


During the year only one case received a total of 8 hours service. Difficulties 
in recruitment of suitable types of persons to act as sitters continued, and the 
Department would welcome enquiries from inhabitants in the Division who would be 


willing to do the work, 


Chiropody 


The number of patients treated last year remained about the same. I feel that 
it is important that we should encourage more patients to make the effort to visit 
the Chiropodist at his clinic or surgery rather than rely on domiciliary treatment, 
not only is domiciliary treatment much more expensive ta provide but it is felt that 
the old people would generally benefit by the social contacts made whilst attending 
the Clinic. I think that many of the old people who are unfit to attend the clinic 
during the winter months could well manage during the summer months, and I hope that 


we shall see a trend in this direction. 


Home Help Service 


The Home Help Service was again provided mainly for the elderly. The number 
of households assisted during the year remained almost stationary, while the number 
of hours expended rose by nearly 3% This is a welcome trend as it is felt that 
some of the cases have too few hours to really benefit and efforts will be made to 


give maximum improvement to recipients in this category.

Training Facilities for Mentally Sub-normal Petients: 

Training facilities for the Division were provided at the Comprehensive 
Training Centre at Wombwell. The essential basic training provided by the Junior 
Wing continued under Mrs. Llerge. This departmnet continued to take nursery 
children for early toilet training and this policy has been very successful. By the 
end of the year, plans were in an advanced stage to provide a Special Care Unit in 
the grounds to cater for some patients who are at present unable to attend the 
centre and for some who do attend the centre but who need the special facilities that 


such a unit could provide. 


The impetus of contract work continued and production increased. Most of the 
work was carried out for County Supplies Devartment and this included 16,400 
work-holder cases, 1,525 bags of firewood, 304 test tube racks, 98 art easels, 

12 playhouse screens, 24 trucks on castors, 992 battledore bats, 672 tea towels, 
702 pillow cases, 200 cot sheets, 170 pinarettes and numerous orders for Curtains for 


new schools, clinics, etc. 
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The Parent Teachers Association continued to do valuable work. Their Annual 
Garden Party raised £40 despite a rainy day end many members and friends contributed 
money and help to the organisation. The Adult Wing had a summer outing to 
Bridlington and the Junior Wing went to Cleethorpes. Social events such as a social 
evening for the adults and a Ghristmas Party for the juniors were organised. Thanks 
are due to the Parent Teachers Association for their financial help in these projects 


and also for the help of members in preparing food, etc. at these events. 


Hostel Accommodation 


Two females over the age of 16 years were admitted to the Healey Croft Hostel 


at West Ardsiey, Nr. Leeds. This is a new hostel provided by the County Council for 
adult sub-normal patients.
